reland into Scotland, was not lefs, hefaid, than a million of 
yards annually ; but thatthe trad@ of the latter would be inju- 
red in a much greater degree, when the prefent propofition, 
that the fyftem was intended to promote heir intereft, which 
they had proved by irrefiftible and uncontroverted facts, would 
tend to their abfolute ruing As well might the wretch be told 
whofe body had been racked, and whofe Fimaba had been mang- 
Jed, that no actual evil had been infliéted. It was lifting the 
dagger to the breaft, yet telling before it did sts bloody office, 
that no ey was intended. For Heaven’s fake, continued 
his Lordfhip, if they muft {wallow the bitter draught, let the 
lips of the cup be tinged with fome degree of fweetnefs—let 
{tate necefhity be fiill pleaded as an excufe —let them fuppofe, 
that by that alone you are actuated, and fuffer them to entertain 
the hope that their injuries are not totally unfeen, and that they 
will be redreffed at fome future period. 

The Lord Chancellor defended the propofition in its prefent 
form. He'argued, that there was a diltinGtion between the 
permifion granted to Ircland of importing her produce into 
this kingdom, and what was called the ‘participation of com- 
mercial advantages. The latter related folely to the exports 
and imports of both kingdoms, from other countries ; the for- 
mer to the intercourfe, which was to exift between themfelves 
reciprocally. The arguments of the laft noble fpeaker had en- 
tirely, he faid, referred to the laft particular, which the pre- 
fent was not the time to difcufs. 

Lord Loughborough repeated his former argument, and con- 
tended, that the affertions of the propofition were in the high- 
ef degree abfurd. ‘The manufacturer could derive no advan- 
tage from the difpofition of the furplus of the hereditary reve- 
nue of Ireland ; it was not given him as a compenfation, it re- 
ferred not to him in the remoteft degree. The tanner, for in- 
ftance, who muft feel fome degree of injury or inconvenience, 
when Trith tanned: leagher was permitted to'be imported into the 
Englifh market, how was he to he affected when any given 
fum, one*hundred pounds, for inftance, was to be paid from 
Ireland into the Englifh Exchequer? Did that remove his 
injury, or render that advantageous which was before prejudi+ 
cial ; or could it with propriety be faid, that the latter circum- 
flance, totally unconnected as it was with the former, could al- 
ter its tendency, or prevent its effect ? 

Lord Thurlow replied, that the queftion was not how the 

ropofed regulations would affeét the interefts of individuals, 
bic how far it would tend to the general advantage. There 
was no individuals, however, in this kingdom, he afferted, 
who would not derive material benefit from the acceflions of 
ftrength, and of confidence which we would receive from bind- 
ing Ireland in 4 permanent friendthip. 

Lord Loughborough contended, that no reply had been made 
to his arguments. Vague and general affertions proved no- 


thing, Jeaft of all had they any tendency to remove the jarring 
. and abfurd contradiétion which he had ftated to the Houfe. 

Lord Carlifle adduced feveral arguments to enforce the 
propriety of the amendment. 
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"Phe Duke of Richmond frid, that the words as they ftood 
were ftriétly proper. The change may not be perhaps for the 
peculiar interelt of the manufacturer, and yet it may be for the 
general intereft that they fhould take place. This was not the 
only inftance, his Grace obferved, where their intereft differ- 
ed. It was not thus the peculiar intereft of any one fubject to 
pay a tax, yet it was for the general, that the tax fhould be 

aid. He then excufed himfelf from going further into the 
PuGnels, as though a fervant of the crown, he confeffed him- 
felf a ftranger to the detail of the bufinefs, and much more to 
the principles on which it was founded. 

Lord Stormont arraigned, in the ftrongeft terms, the plea 
of ignorance fet up by a confidential fervant of the crown. It 
was the bufinefs, ‘he faid, of all fuch to make themfelves per- 
feétly acquainted with the bufinefs in agitation ; to give it their 
firm fupport if it met with their approbation 5 if not, to thew 
their diflike by the vote they gave on the occafion. ‘This he 
faid had been his conduét in the only inftance where he differ- 
ed from his colleagues in office. If it fhould happen, what 
feemed to be the cafe in the prefent inftance, that he was in 
any thape excluded from his fhare in the councils, or not call- 
ed on for his opinion, he trufted he would always retain a 
fufficient portion of contempt to defpife thofe who defpifed his 
afhiftance. 

After a few obfervations from the Lord Chancellor, the 
queftion being put, was carried againft the amendment with- 
out a divifion. 

Lord Loughborough then noticed the words ful! participa- 
tion: Unlefs it was meant, he faid, that Ireland fhould in fae 
havea perfeétly equal fhare of every advantage ; unlefs it was 
intended, that every exception made in the following propofi- 
tions fhould be withdrawn, the words as they ftood at prefent 
were inadmiflible, and moved to fubftitute /air participation. 

The Lord Chancetlr oppofed the amendment. Though 
England, he faid, may have the advantage in one inftance, yet 
if Ireland had it equally fo in another, he contended, that, in 
fuch cafe, it mult be deemed a fall participation. The omif- 
fion of the word, he faid, may afford an occafion for jealoufy, 
which on every account the Houfe would with to avaid. 

A long converfaion enfued, in which Lord Loughborough, 
the Lord Chancellor, and Lord Stormont repeatedly fpoke, af- 
ter which the queftion being put, the amendment was negati- 

ed. ’ 


ved. 

Lord Loughborough then moved feveral other akeratiens, 
which were negatived. One in particular, which related to 
the fettling of compenfation to be granted by Ireland in time 
of war, occafioned along converfation between his Lordthip 
and the Lord Chancellor; the former contending, that the 
quantum thould now be fixed to preclude any future difpate 
onthe fubje& between the two kingdoms, whilit the latter 
chofe to truft to the generofity of Ireland, and that it fhould 
be regulated by the exigencies of the times. 

The Earl of Effingham, Lord Vifcount Dudley, and the 
Earl of Hopetoun fpoke, after which, and the que(tion being 
put, the amendment wa8 alfo negatived without a divifion. 

Lord Sydney, when the Houfe had gone through the third 
propofition, moved the queftion of adjournment, and at ten o”- 
clock the Houfe accordingly adjourned till/to-morrow.

On the reportof the bill for limiting the duration of polls 
and ferutinies, and for making other regulations relative to e- 
leétions, a tedious.and defaltory converfation enfued, in which 
Mr Sheridan, the Attorney-General, Mr Brickdale, Sir James 
Erfkine, Mr Sawbridge, Mr Pitt, and other members fpoke, 
chiefly on the claufe which went to limit the duration of e- 
leétions. Several inconfiftencies and inaccuracies in the bill 
were pointed out, particularly that the city of London was 
incladed in fome of the claufes, while it was exempted in o- 
thers. 

Sir James Erfkine ftared, that as the bill then ftood, a re- 
turning officer had power to make an ex parte fcrutiny, by 
ferutinizing only..the votes of the candidate who perhaps had 
the greateft numbér of votes, and by thus leaving him in the 
minority, to put him to the expence of a petition, when in fa& 
he might have been duly returned had the other party under- 
Went a fimilar ferutiny. For this and other reafons, he mo- 
ved, that the bill be recommitted. 

The motion was feconded by Mr Sawbridge, and oppofed 
by Mr Attorney Gencral. 

Mr Sheridan juftified the propriety of the motion, and point- 


ed out many inaccuracies in the bill, which, however, he did — 


not attribute to any want of profefhonal knowledge in the learn- 
ed gentleman who had framed the bill. If it was recommit- 
ted, he would lend it eyery affiitance in his power, though he 
faid he did not feel himfelf much interefted in the fate of it. 

Mr Pitt, in a ftrain of irony, attacked the confiftency of 
the Hon. Gentleman who had juft fat down, who, while he 
faid he did not care what became of the bill, at the fame mo- 
ment appeared an advocate for the propriety of recommitting 
it. He fhould be forry to be deprived of the affiftance of the 
Hon. Gentleman’s great ability and accuracy in matters of 
that fort; but as*he was quite uncertain how long his good 
humour might prompt him to lend his aid to the bufinefs, he 
was rather inclined to oppofe the motion.
